Civilization advances. 


This glad New Year saw a message of hope 
come over the ether from Englend to the effect 
that a perfect gas mask; suitable for infants has 
been invented. Factories are turning them out at 
a rapid rate. Before the end of the year it is 
hoped to furnish every man, women and child in 
Great Britain with its own gas mask. 

Christmas of 1936 sew some of the ribeld 
youth singing a revised version ef the Christmas 
song: 

Hark! the herald angels sing 

“Wally Simpeon stole our King.” 

By next Christmas they will be able te bring 
it still nearer to date with: 

Hark! the herald angels sing 

“A mask for baby is the thing. 

Gas bombs raining down from heaven 

Unto mortals have been given.” 

It will be comforting to know, should the 
bombers hail from Itely, thet they had been 
Properly blessed upon entering service. 
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Part of the gospel of Fascism and Nasism— 
a very necessary part if supplies of cannon- 
fodder in paying quantities ere to be obtained 
—is that war is among the high sublimities of 
tife. One of Mussolini's admirers, the Italien 
futurist Marinetti has issued a manifeste called 
“War Has a Beauty of Its Own.” It reads: 

Because it fuses strength and kindness. 

Because it assures the supremacy of 
mechanised man, equipped with gas masks. 
megaphones,  flame-throwers and tanks, 
over his machines. 

Because it begins the long-dreamed-of 
“metalisation” of man. 

Because it completes the beauty of a 
flowery meadow with its machine guns, 
“passionate orchids.” 

Because when the symphony of rifle fire 
and artillery bombardment stops, the songs 
of soldiers can be heard and the perfumes 
and odors of putrefection ean be perceived. 

Because it “genially remoulds terrestrial 
scenery” with its inspired artillery. 

Because it creates new architecture, such 
as the heavy tank. 

Because it exceeds in violence the battles 
of the angels and the devils. 

Because it definitely cures men of individ- 
ual fear and collective panic, with a refined 
and stylised heroism. 

Because it rejuvenates the male body and 
renders the female more desirable. 

War has a beauty of its own because it 
“serves towards the aggrandisement of the 
great Fascist Italy.” 

Obviously born of a national.infeziority com- 
plex, whistling to keep up its on courage, such 
an effusion is a sample of the false logic and 
insane thinking on which Fascism feeds. 
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Bronislaw Malinowski, great Polish anthro- 
pologist. receiving his doctor's degree from 
Harvard at the recent Tercentenary, spoke at 
the Phi Beta Kappa exercises on this fallacy 
of the cultural, value of war. His subject he 
called “The Deadly Issue.” Malinowski is prob- 
ably the world’s greatest authority on primi- 
tive man. He discussed his subject under three 
main headings: 

1. Is war a biological necessity as a selective 
agency in the struggle for existence? 

2. Has war a constructive and cultura] value 
in the development of invention, economic effi- 
ciency and technical skill? 

3. Has war always been an effective instru- 
ment of tribal policy, eeonomie and political? 
Is it still an effective means to nationa! aggran- 
dizement? 

To each of thes> questions he makes answer, 
giving voluminous data in support of his find- 
ings. 

Among primitivé tribes, he says organized 
war does not exist. There are quarrels and 
family feuds, stealthy attacks on enemies and 
strangers. There are tribal combats and head- 
hunting for collectioneering pride. But there is 
no organized warfare until slavery and loot is 
possible as an objective. Ther the governing 
families turn to warfare as an art. 

While warfare remains as a man to man 
contest, in which individual strength, courage 
and intelligence are prime assets in the warrior, 
the idea of war as a biological necessity he finds 
quite tenable. It is quite compatible with the 
principle of survival of the fittest. But what 
of modern warfare. Says Malinowski: 

“War has become a contest between 
machines, industrial enterprise and finan- 
cial organization. The hero of the next war, 
the man who from the air destroys a whole 
peaceful township in its sleep is not ex- 
pressing any biological characteristics of his 
organism, or showing any moral virtues. 

“To speak about military virtues in 
modern warfare is a plain falsehood. The 
mechanical and promiscuous murder from 
a safe place of vantage of unknown, inne- 
cent people—men, women and children— 
cannot develop courage in the assassin. It 
is an act of premeditated. cowardly crime 
on a gigantic scale. The intelligence is not 
in the act of war, but in the scientific in- 
ventions which have made this collective 
assassination possible. Moreover, future wer 
will not be carried out by heroie volunteers, 
but by men conscripted—that is, forced into 
being assassins—or hired for the purpose. 

“The results of a future war on a large, 
modern community, would be as selective 
as the eruption of Mount Pelee, which de- 
stroyed the chief city of Martinique, or a 
Bigantic earthquake which wipes out an 
entire district. Would anyone in his senses 
engineer earthquakes on a Jarge scale, vo!- 
canic eruptions, or floods in order to ex- 
periment in the possibility of discovering 
here and there symptoms of human great- 
ness, stoicism or Christian devotion?” 

It would be interesting to get the opinion of 
Bismarck on the ultimate fruits of his states- 
manship and of the victory of Sedan. His shade 
must gaze in bewilderment at the antics of 
Hitler.
